Over One Hundred 
Men Perish. 


Awful Catastrophe in 
British Columbia. 


Explosion of Gas from Some 
Mysterious Cause. 


Little Prospect of Rescuing 
Any of the Imprisoned 
Men Alive. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
ANCOUVER (B. c.) May 23.—One 
of the most terrible disasters in the 
history of mine accidents in British 

Columbia occurred last night in the 

Crows Nest Coal Company's mines at 

Fernie, B. C. Over one hundred men 

are either dead or imprisoned in the 

mine, and little hope is entertained of 
rescuing any who may yet be alive. 

Fernie is 300 miles up country, and 
the telegraph facilities have not en- 
abled complete details of the disaster 
to be sent out. 

A special tonight from Fernie says 
that the explosion took place last night 
at 7:30 o'clock. 

The management has a list of 133 
men who are known to have been in 
the mine, and there were probably oth- 
ers. Of these only twenty-four are 
known to be safe. It is expected that 
few, if any, of the remaining 109 are 
now alive. 
CAUSE UNKNOWN. 

What caused the explosion hae rot 
yet been definitely ascertained. One 
of the mine shafts was always more or 
less gaseous. It is reported in Fernie 
this evening that the explosion resulted 
from the use, by a careless Italian, of 
an open lamp. 
der theory of cause of the 
joding the gas which 
most always present in No. 2 shaft. The 
true cause of the disaster will prob- 
ably never be positively ascertained, 
for tt te doubtful if any man who 
knows will ever reach the outer air 
alive. The explosion took place in No. 
2 shaft of the mine, being repeated in 
a few seconds in No. 3, with which it 
was connected. 

The two shafts in which the explo- 
sion occurred are situated on Coal 
Creek, about six miles from Fernie. No. 
2 has always been considered the more 
dangerous of the two, being dry, dusty 
and gaseous. 

AWFUL BLAST OF DEATH. 

The explosion occurred in the depths 
of No. 2, and not a man of over 


~ 


are connected with No. 2, about twen- 
ty-one men escaped. 

The first intimation ef the disaster 
which those on the outside received 
was a rush of coal dust and fire to 
the height of over 1000 feet above 
the fan. Word was immediately sent 
to Fernie, five miles from the mines, 
and inside of two minutes from the 
time the accident occurred, relief par- 
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ties were at work. R. Dr. 
Bonnell, A. True and J. Wetherby 
were the first to enter the mine. When 
about 500 feet into the working, Dren- 
nan was overcome by after damp, and 
had it not been for his two compan- 
ions, would have perished. On being 
removed to the outer air, he recovered 
and gave instructions to the rescuing 
party to commence repairing the over- 
casts. The overcasts are the pipes 
which circulate the air through the 
mine, and they had been almost com- 
pletely destroyed, rendering it im- 
possible to enter, owing to the after 
damp which prevailed. 
MANY ACTS OF HEROISM. 

Volunteers were called for, and a 
score of brave men sprang to the 
work, For nearly six hours this policy 
was pursued with tireless energy. 
Every few minutes the men would col- 
lapse, and were borne to the outer air 
and their places quickly filled by new 
volunteers. 

The first body recovered was taken 
from No. 3 mine, about 11 o’clock, and 
was that of Willie Robertson, a lad of 
13. Sev hours elapsed and then 
three m bodies were recovered. 
None of the victims gave the slightest 
signs of Nfe. 

At 4 o'clock this morning, relief par- 
tles had penetrated so far that the 
gas became unbearable, and operations 
had to be suspended for an hour or 
two, in order to let the men clear the 
after damp. 

Many acts of bravery were witnessed 
during the night. So far only ten 
bodies have been taken from the mine 
and several days will elapse before all 
are recovered. 

The mine is free from fire and the 
bodies will be removed as fast as the 
after damp is cleared from the mine. 
The rescuing parties are working four- 
hour shifts and the company is doing 
all in its power to assist in the work. 
General Superintendent Stockette and 
Superintendent Drennan have been on 
the scene ever since the accidest, and 
are working heroically. 

The town is horror-strickeh, and 
heart-rending scenes meet the dye on 
every side. All day the trains to the 
mine have been crowded with anxious 
friends and relatives of the impris- 
oned men, hurrying to the scene of the 
disaster. 


A meeting of the Board of Trade has 
teen called to organize a relief fund 
for the sufferers. 

The cause of the accident is unknown, 
but in the opinion of many miners it 
was the result of a heavy shot from 
one of the machines. 

Recently the dangerous condition 
which hed hitherto prevailed in No. 2 
tunnel had been greatly modified and 
improved. | 

LITTLE HOPE OF RESCUE. 

From all available sources assistance 
is being rushed to the scene of the 
calamity, but there is little dope for 
the rescue of any of the entcmbed 
men. Already the work of liberation 
has been begun with such means 4s bre 
at local command. The presence of 
coal damp makes the work of rescue 
very dangerous and is seriously hi s.der- 
ing the efforts of the workers. 

These are the broad outlines of a 
most heart-rending calamity, the only 
disaster which has ever occurred in 
British Columbia exceeding it in mag- 
nitude being the death of 157 men in 
the Wellington mine eighteen years 
ago. The details of fear and distress 
is utterly impossible to depict. 

In No. 2 tunnel, where the first ex- 
plosion occurred, from 100 to 120 men 
and boys are usually employed, and 
in No. 3 tunnel, to which the explosion 
extended, about eighty men generally 
work. In both mines there are « large 
number of foreigners, and the difficulty 
of disciplining these men and imp es- 
ing upon them the danger from the use 
of unprotected lights has always been 
very great. This tunnel has : lways 
been more or less troubled vith es- 
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caping gas and on several occasions 
the provincial superintendent of mines 
has drawn the attention of the man- 
ager of the mines to this fact, and 
urged that it be remedied. —

Aguinaldo’s Former Secretary 
of State Gives American |. 
Carpers the Lie.

AN FRANCIACO, May —-[Exelu- 
Save Dispatch.}] Felipe Buencamino, 

formerly a colonel in the insurgent 
army, Secretary of State and Agricul- 
ture in Aguinaldo’s Cabinet during the 
short-lived days of the Filipino re- 
public, and more recently one of the 
most active and progressive of the 
Federal party of Manila. which 
for peace, was among the arrivals to- 
day on the transport Buford. 

Sefior Buencamino comes to the 
United States as the accredited repre- 
sentative of the Filipino Federal party. 
after visiting his two sons, who are in 
school at Berkeley, he will go on to 
Washington to see the President and 
Secretary Root. 

Through an interpreter, Buencamino 
talked concerning conditions in the 
Philippines. He paid a high tribute to 
the Americans for the work they are 
doing in the islands. In most unquali- 
fied terms he indorsed the alleged harsh 
methods used by Gen. Smitn in his 
operations against the insurgents. He 
said: 

“I fully approve of the policy of Gen. 
Chaffee and Gen. Smith in the Philip- 
pines. The le of the United States 
do not understand the situation in the 
islands, and the treatment of the 
Filipinos may seem cruel to them, but 
it is the only way in which they can 
he conquered. The war is over and the 
trouble ended, and it was the methods 
which are being denounced that has 
brought about this result.” 

Buencamino said he was captured 
by Gen. Wheaton in November, 1599, 
and for five months was held in prison 
at Manila. He said: “I was destitute 
when the Americans made me a pris- 
oner, and they clothed me and treated 
me well. While I was in prison I read 
the orders of Gen. E. S. Otis and his 
rules for civil government. Through 
these I learned the principles of civil 
liberty in the United States. Then I 
read the crimina! proceedings promul- 
gated by Otis and learned the principles 
of habeas corpus, and saw that ther 
had more than we had ever enjoyed 
under Spanish rule. : 

“It was after reading the Constitu- 
tion ef the United States thot I was 
converted. I was glad to surrender 
and come under the United States fag, 
because I believed the same principles. 
Most of the prominent Filipinos share 
my views. It is all due to the ideas 
and methods of Gen. Otis. 

1 have come to America to visit 
my two sons, who have been students 
at college in Berkeley, under Mr. 
Boan, since October, 1990. Being in 
America, I naturally desire first to pay 
my respects to His Excellency, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and to other officials of 
the government. The Filipino Federal 
party, the largest party for peace in 
the islands, has instructed me to visit 
the tomb of Gen. Washington, founder 
of American liberty, and also the 
widows of the late President McKin- 
ley and Gen. Lawton, two great pro- 
moters of Filipino liberty. 

“In the Philippines conditions are et 
present very hopeful, for the termina- 
tion of the insurrection came with the 
capture of Gen. Lubkan and the sur- 
render of Gen. Malvar. The first was 
due to Gen. Smith, the second to Gen. 
Bell, and both to the wise and hu- 
manitarian policy of Gen. Chaffee. 
Political peace is assured, and now 
with the assistance of Gov. Taft, we 
shall move onward toward moral 
peace.” 

Gen. Hughes met Sefior Buencamino 
on his arrival and escorted him to the 
Cosmos Club, where he wil) be the 
guest of Gen. Hughes during his stay 
in this city. The Filipino will visit 
the widow of Gen. Lawton at her home 
in Redlands.

It »rovided 
that in the temporary absence of the 
Secretary and Assistant Secretary of 
War, the commanding general should 
serve, and in the event of his absence, 
the Adjutant-General of the army. 
The order was further amended last 
summer during the illness of President 
McKinley, so that the same authority 
should descend upon the general om. 
cers in charge of the War Department 
bureaus, in the order of their official 
standing. At that time, Gen. Corbin 
was absent from the city and Gen. 
Gillespie, Chief of Engineers, served 
as acting Secretary of War. Both or- 
ders are now revoked, thus permitting 
the President to name the officer who 
shall act whenever the occasion arises.

LONDON, May 23.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch] The West Indla Committee 
received by mail this morning a sam- 
ple of the volcanic dust thrown out by 
the eruption of La Soufriere, Island 
of St. Vincent. A preliminary chemi- 
eal examination has been made by 
Prof. D'Albuquerque, who is of the 
opinion that the dust mixed with 
heavy clay lands, might tend to im- 
prove the texture of surface layers, 
although it has no fertilizing capacity.

At 5 o'clock this afternoon the 
sky was clear and the population was 
calm, but despite this favorable 
change in the situation many families 
left Fort de France by the French 
steamer Versailles and the Ville de 
Tanger for the island of Trinidad and 
Cayenne, French Guiana. This, with 
the 1200 persons who have gone to the 
island of Guadeloupe, and many others 
who have sought refuge at St. Lucia 
and other islands, has lessened the 
population considerably. Besides these. 
upward of 2000 people have left for the 
Southern parts of the isiand of Mar- 
Unique, where 23000 refugees have now 
assembied. This desertion of Fort de 
France has resulted in the disorganiza- 
tion of many trades. A number of

AID FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

The French cruiser Tage, which left 
New Orleans May 11. with money ard 
supplies for the Martinique sufferers 
contributed by the citizens of New Or- 
leans, and having Admiral Servan on 
board, arrived here this afternoon. She 
reported that Mont Pelee now presents 
more assuring prospects. The clouds 
of smoke leaving the crater mingle 
with the clouds in the sky, and do not 
have the threatening aspect they for- 
meriy had. A new crater has formed 
in the vicinity of Ajoupa Bouillon. 

A locality known as Camae Trione is 
causing a good deal of anxiety at 
present. The Capote River is running 
with hot water. 

The French cruiser D'Assas has ar- 
rived here from Brest, having on 
board the French government relief 
commission and large supplies of 
money and provisions. 

A torrential downpour of rain in the 
morning washed off the ashes from 
the vegetation on the mountain. 

NEW CRATER FORMED. 

The U.8.8. Potomac made her usual 
trip to St. Pierre today with another 
party of scientists. She found the 
conditions there unchanged from yes- 
terday. The top of the mountain was 
clearly visible for a considerable time. 
Capt. McLean of the cruiser Cincin- 
nati, who has carefully observed Mont 
Pelee, agreed with other experts in re- 
porting that a new crater has been 
formed below the old one. In the new 
crater there is a great cinder cone, 
more than a hundred feet high, from 
which steam and volcanic matter is 
constantly pouring. 

EXPLOSIVE VOLCANO. 

It is now the unanimous opinion of 
the scientists that this is an explosive 
volcano, no real lava or moya-rock 
material having been emitted, only 
mud, steam. gases and fragments of 
the old crater beds. The scientists 
compare the mountain's outthrow to 
the steam of a boiler in which the 
pressure rises to bursting point, and 
they think it possible that « more 
violent outbreak may occur. They re- 
mark that the explosions have occurred 
at progressively longer intervals, and 
that they also have been progressively 
more violent. There have been three 
light eruptions of ashes. On Way 5 
there was an overflow of mud, which 
caused the destruction of the Usine 
Guerin; on May 8 there was the out- 
burst which destroyed St. Pierre, and 
on May 2. or after an interval of 
twelve days, the last of the tremendous 
outbursts occurred. A new period of 
rest is now on, and one of two things 
may happen. The pressure may be 
confined for a still longer period, and 
then explode with still greater violence, 
spreading destruction over a vast area, 
or the mountain may remain quiescent 
for another half century.

HEAVY DEBT 
FOR NOTHING.

Big Burden Settles on 
Pima County. 
Rank Railroad, Scheme 
lis Beginning. 


Over Quarter of a Million Dol- 
lars Coming from Tax- 
payers. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


TUCSON (Aris) May 23.—The de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the narrow-gauge railway 
bend case settles upon Pima county a 
debt of nearly $300,000, for which the 
county and its citizens have had ab- 
solutely not one cent of benefit. While 
it is, of course, impossible to attack 
the accuracy of the judgment, it Is 
nevertheless true that the debt thus in- 
curred is one absolutely fraudulent in 
Inception, and therefore doubly onerous 
to the taxpayers. By the decree, 
ma county bonds bearing 7-per-cent. 
interest, issued in 1885 and 1886 to the 
amount of $150,000, will be funded, to- 
gether with interest, in Territorial 6 
per cents. And for the total amount 
Pima county will be held responsible, 
and vill be compelled to pay interest 
at the rate of $15,000 a year. 

No such railroad is in existence as 
the Tucson and Globe Narrow Gauge, 
for which the bonds were originally 
issued. Back in 1883, the Arizona 
Legislature passed an act permitting 
the county of Pima to bond itself in 
ald of a railroad from Tucson to 
Globe. A band of schemers was be- 
hind the act. Under the terms of the 
act they secured 350.000 in county 
bonds, “securing” the same by a de- 
posit of an equal amount of railroad 
bonds. Thereafter, when ten miles of 
road had been built northward, the 
Supervisors of Pima county ‘ssued an 
additional $100,000. Then all wor 
stopped, and the only activity on the 
road since that time has been to tear 
up the light iron with which it was 
laid and to send hence the antiquated 
and almost valueless rolling stock. The 
County Supervisors have refused to 
pay interest upon the bonds issued. 
And it is probable that the paper has 
been selling for about 10 cents on the 
dollar for many years since that time, 
| There can be no doubt that the lssu- 
ance of the bones was invalid be- 
| cause of the limitation about that time

This incident again bringe us 
around to the urgent need of a pure 
food law. A bill is now before Con- 
gress to prevent the adulteration, 
misbranding and imitations of foods, 
beverages, candies, drugs and condl- 
ments in the District of Columbia 
and the Territories and for regulat- 
ing interstate commerce therein.” 
The bill, of course, meets with strenu- 
ous opposition from manufacturers 
of adulterated food products, which 
means a large proportion of the 
manufacturers of the country. 
Among other publications the Medical 
News attacks the bill, while ad- 
mitting the need for some such meas- 
ure. It objects to the provision that 
the Chief Chemist of the Agricultural 
Department should be given supervi- 
sion over food and drug adultera- 
tions, and expresses a preference for 
control by the Marine Hospital Corps. 
It is difficult to see where the advan- 
tage of such a substitution would lie. 
The chemist of the Agricultural De- 
partment is probably quite as well 
fitted to, pass upon such questions as 
the Marine Hospital Corps, or the 
chief of the horse marines, or any 
other such semi-military official. 

There may be a weak point in the 
proposed bill, but it ig certain that no 
measure of the kind can be framed 
that would please everybody. We 
must make a beginning in this line. 
and then, as the weak points of the 
law are ascertained,‘ it can be 
amended. In any case. no time 
should be lost in passing such a 
much-needed measure. Then, to sup- 
plement it, in the case of products 
which are not experted to other parts 
of the country, each State should also 
have a practical pure-food law. 
When California gets such a law, 
however, let us hope that it will not 
be placed in charge of the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station of the State 
University, unless some change is 
first made in the management of 
that institution. 


Since the foregoing was written, a 
letter—published elsewhere this 
morning—has been § received from 
Prot. Hilgard, in which he explains 
and secks to justify his course. He 
refers to the fact that he has for 
years protested strongly against the 
use of artificial colorings or decolor- 
ants. At last, he says. convinced 
that something would be used, any 
way, he has this year answered ap- 
peals for a coloring recipe by giving 
the one which he thought least ob- 
jectionable. He explains, moreover. 
that the solution recommended by 
him is harmless. but that the danger 
comes from an excessive use of the 
copperas, and intimates that the ef- 
fects produced in the cases in this 
city resulted from introducing a 
much larger relative quantity of the 
vitriol than he mentioned in his 
recipe. That no injustice may be 
done, Prof. Hilgard is given the full 
benefit of his explanation.

In view of such facts, it is folly to 
talk about the possible exhaustion of 
the world’s coal supply. Perhaps, be- 
fore many years, the world will be 
drawing its supply of coal from the 
frozen north. The coal output of 
Alaska may perhaps represent more 
value than that of gold. Our Russian 
friends must sometimes like 
kicking themselves when they re- 
member that they traded us Alaska 
for a few paltry millions of dollars, 
and supposed they bad made a good 
bargain, rather pitying the purchasers, 
just as Sefior Don Sanchez declared 
that his conscience pricked him when 
he “stuck” those Indiana people 
with the site of Pasadena, at the ex- 
orbitant price of $5 an acre. There were

BERKELEY, May 22, 1902.—({To the 
Editor of The Times:] In view of the 
public comments made on the coloring 
of olives by means of a Small amount 
of copperas, or iron sulphate, men- 
tioned by me to several parties as 
possibly permissible for the purpose 
of darkening the tint of ripe pickled 
olives, it seems proper that I should 
make a statement of the facts in the 
premises, and of my views in the mat- 
ter. 

As is well known, I have for years 
protested strongly against the use of 
any and all antiseptics, artificial color- 
ings or decolorants in food products. 
To be placed in the light of advising 
such a procedure in the case of olives 
seems quite anomalous. I have been 
more than sneered at for my op tion 
to the excersive — 1 of fruits, 
wo commonly practiced in this State to 
render them unnaturally and ghastly 
white in color, when they should be 
of a natural brownish tint, retaining 
the flavor. which is destroyed by the 
sulphuring. In sheer weariness of the 
bootless conflict I have remained silent 
on thie topic for a number of years, 
but in the meantime nearly all Euro- 
pean governments have laws 
excluding such fruit from shipment. 
Our own citizens have justified their 
action by the statement that they 
could not sell their product unless it 
was so bleached; but few among them 
were willing to put such over-eulphured 
fruit on their own tables. 

For the last three years I have been 
frequently asked to give some prescrip- 
tion by which ripe pickled olives could 

made to retain the black tint they 
have on the tree: but no mode of pro- 
cedure compatible with proper curing 
was found to accomplish this. More- 
over. some of the best varietics for 
pickling. e. g., the Manzanillo, have 
very light colo: at best, and cannot be 
pickled «0 ae to have any but a light 
“olive” tint. Until this year I have 
always replied to such inquirers that 
the public demand for black olives is a 
mere fad, and I have in public and in 
private urged both producers and deal- 
ers to discountenance it, and refuse to 
handle the arfificially colored. deep, 
bluish-black fruit which I saw in sun- 
dry show windows. The invariable re- 
ply wae that these brought the highest 
price, and thet as the public wanted 
such fruit, they should have it. Dur- 
ing the past pickling season, there was 
over a score of such letters, only more 
pressing, and suggesting the use of 
logwood, the “Diamond dyes” (poison- 
ous aniline cclors,) and other objec- 
tlonable colorings. Feeling sure that 
some of these would be used unless 
some suggestion was given, and mind- 
ful of my experience with the sul- 
phured fruit. “California Fruit Salt.“ 
“Salys,” “Preservaline,” and other nos- 


ening the color in properly-cured olives, 
a very small amount of copperas, or 
sulphate of iron, with which I had my- 
self experimented; assuring myself 
that even my delicate digestion was 
not disturbed by the minute amount 
of iron thus introduced. There was no 
trace of the well-known 8 
or styptic taste of copperas, even o 
the practiced tongue of the chemist: 
and certainly none of the blistering et- 
fects mentioned in the Angeles 
case, which must have been due to an 
enormous overdose used. In the olive. 
the fron is rendered insoluble soon 
after it touches the remaining tannin 
of the fruit, and so, of course, becomes 
imperceptible to the taste. Such in- 
soluble iron compounds are medicinally 
administered in doses of from two to 
five grains. Comparing this dose with 
what would be taken by a person using 
the pickle, we find the following fig- 
ures: A “pea-size” of copperas weighs 
about two grains. There ie thus added 
to the gallon of olives about one-third 
of a grain of pure iron, which is ap- 
proximately one-third the dose usually 
given medicinally in organic iron prep- 
arations. Three-fifths of this amount 
is distributed among 800 oliver (the 
average number in a galion:) 4 dosen 
olives would, therefore, contain be- 
tween one fifty-sixth and one-eixtieth 
of a grain of an organic iron compound 
such as is medicinally given at the rate 
of from three to five grains; or say 
one-hundred-and-eightieth of such a 
dose. A pint of Lytton Springs water 
conveys to each guest ‘about forty times 
as much as this, and ts considered 
highiy beneficial. ©n the other hand, 
a pound of fuily-sulphured dried fruit 
contains from fifteen to twenty-five 
grains of sulphuric acid, or siienhtiy 
more than Redam's noted microbe 
killer. 

I give these calculations merely to 
rove that I cannot be held responsi- 
le for the dire effects claimed to have 
been produced by the Los Angeles 
olives. What mistakes were mace, ac- 
cidentally or purpesely. I can only con- 
but if the commotion stated to 
ave heen created among. the producers 


and handiere of pick! olives sha! 
have the effect of abating once for ali 
the practice of coloring fruit to sult 


a silly fad of consumers, those who now 
claim to have suffered grievous injury 
at my hands will find that a grea: 
service has been done them in enabling 
them to market freely hereafter fruit 
in its natural condition, after pickling, 
instead of being held up” by the 
grocer. And by all means, let them re- 


fuse to bandle any fruit not approved | 


by the Board of Health, and let that 
board do its full duty, not only with 
regard to colored and decotored fruit. 
but also in the matter of the antisep- 
tics #0 commonly and excessively put 


an delicacies to be given to patients.

DEATH OF AGED ENGLISHMAN. 


Henry Heap, Who Saw the First Lo- 
‘comotive on Its Trial Trip, Died

Friday Morning Club. 

Two addresses constituted yesterday's 
programme at the Friday Morning Club. 
Mre. Mary Austin spoke on “The 
Poetry of Children,” Dr. Dorothea 
Moore on a story by Alice Brown, un- 
der the title, “A Remarkable Short 


Story.” 

Mrs. Austin began with the state- 
ment that children take naturally to 
poetry; that is, to poetry of certain 
sorts. In them is found the sense of 
rhythm that abounds elsewhere in na- 
ture—that manifests itself in the dances 
of many birds at mating time, in the 
drumming of partridges, and in the 
dances, the music and songs of primi- 
tive people. They have an appetite for 
rhythm, a natural pleasure in it. and 
often of themselves add or take awo 
a syllable from a line that is defective 
in rhythm. They frequently, too, orig- 
inate rhymes, as they originate games. 

“The child's poetry,” continued Mrs. 
Austin, “is what Taine calls the poetry 
of primitive man, ‘a natural explosion 
of emotion.’” The speaker also re- 
ferred indefinitely to a theory of ‘he 
origin of language, which, by descrip- 
tion, would seem to be that of Mas 
Muller, commonly called the “Ding- 
dong theory. according to which lan- 
guage is in the beginning the ustural. 
involuntary response—a reverberation— 
of the mind to the feelings an 
thoughts which surge throush it. “The 
child,” eald the speaker, “like the sav- 
age, makes poetry for himself, as the 
natural expression of what he feels, 
without any consideration whether or 
not he can get it into the — 
magazines. The poetry of Walt Whit- 
man has much of this primitive char- 
acter, and I think, if you wonld study 
savage verse, you would understand 
him better. I never really understood 
him until I once attended a Piute 
medicine dance. An Indien had heen 
found dead, another was suspected of 
the murder, and it was necessary fo 
have a dance and select an avenger. At 
sunset there had been the wa'ling for 
the dead, then the counci! of the old 
men, and now came the medi ine 
dance. The dancers stood in a circle in 
the dim light of the fire, a». near one 
side sat the very old men. keeping 
time with split willow rods. The song 
began with a primitive ayliable, which 
no longer had a meanice. though it 
perhaps once had one. Tren camié, be- 
tween the rhythmic beats of the wil- 
lows, the line, ‘The grass is on the 
mountains.’ Then more beats. and by 
and by The sun is in the sky; beats 
again, and then, ‘The deer are on the 
mountain and so, between beats: 


The horns of the buck are branching, 
Hear the twang of the Low string!

Acts xii. 43-52: Faul at Antioch in Pisidia.”’ 


THE CONNECTION. 

Barnabas and Saul were on the 
land of Cyprus. on their first mission- 
ary journey. From there they crossed 
over to the mainiand, due north. 
Several things are to be noted. Mark 
left them and went back home. What- 
ever his reason, it gave Paul an un- 
favorable opinion of him, which it 
took years to remove. It might have 
been fear of persecution, or of rob- 
bers, or of swollen streams, as they 
went from the seashore up the moun- 
tain gorges, or. of the intense heat of 
the marshy lowlands, and the terrible 
spells of malaria that it produces. It 
might have been dissatisfaction with 
Paul's plan in passing by Perza, the 
town down near the coast, and hasten- 
ing on up into the mountains. It might 
have been jealousy that Paul was 
becoming the dominant spirit, instead 
of his uncie, Barnabas. It might have 
been homesickness. 

It was at this time also, that the 
Hebrew name Saul was changed to 
the Roman name Paul, for his mis- 
sion was to be to the Gentiles. 

It was here that the story began to 
Speak of Paul and Barnabas, instead of 
Barnabas and Saul. 

As he goes into Galatia, Paul must 
have experienced some great sickness, 


by one as “like a red-het bar thrust 
the forehead,” and that may have 

Paul's “thorn in the flesh.” 
He afterward writes to the Galatians 
of how he came to them with great 
infirmity, for which they did not de- 
spise him. 

He passed through the district of 
Pamphylia, and went on to that of 
Pisidia, whose chief city was Antioch, 
another one of the sixteen Antiochs 
founded by Seleucus. Here he preached 
to the Jews, showing from their scrip- 
tures that Jesus was their Messiah. 
Our lesson deals with what followed 
after that day in the synagogue. 

THE LESSON. 

“Preaching to the Jews. (Verses 43-44.) 

“Now when the synagogue broke 
up, many of the Jews and of the de- 
yout proselytes, followed Paul and 
Barnabas; who, speaking to them., 
2 them to continue in jhe grace 


of God. 

“And the next Sabbath almost the 
whole city was gathered together to 
hear the word of God.” 

It must de specially noticed that 
Paul preached the sermon, and not 
Barna . He was coming into his 

per place as a preacher and leader. 

After he had spoken, he and Bar- 
mabas left the synagogue, and a little 
later “the synagogue broke up.” 
though probably the Jews had taken 
time to talk with each otRer about 
the Messiah, whom Paul had preached. 
They were greatly excited, and many 
‘of them favorably. The pure Jews 
were told of the long-expected Mes- 
siah. Possibly it was the first time 
they had heard of Jesus of Nazareth, 
and they wanted to hear more. The 
proselytes to the Jewish faith seemed 
to be numerous, especially among the 


It t not a case of indifference or of 
ignorance. but of vicious refusal of a 
blessing urged upon them. They thrust 
it away in stormy anger. 

Their refusal is all the more tragical 
and sad. because they abused an ex- 
ceptional privilege. t was necessary 
that the gospel should first be 
preached to them, for God had chosen 
them, trained them for it; they were 
to pass it on to the Gentiles. Abra- 
ham was set apart, that in his de- 
scendants all the nations of the earth 
might be blessed; the nation existed 
for the sake of the rest of the worid. 
But the Gentiles must have the gos- 
pel, though it means the casting off 
of the chosen, but rebellious people. 
Paul was the truest Jew of them all. 


for he had accepted the Messiah of 


the Jews and his own true mission as 
a Jew, to be a blessing to the Gentiles 
all over the world. That call he quoted 
to them. We cannot imagine how sad 
he was in turning away from his own 
people. It was an epoch in his life. 
From this time he was to be bitterly 
Persecuted by them, and possibly here 
ac Antioch, was one of the three in- 
stances in which he was “beaten with 


But he finds immediate comfort in 
the way the Gentiles received the gos- 
vel. He knows that God's purpose of 

essing them cannot be thwarted by 
the recreancy of the nation first 
chosen as the means of bestowing that 
blessing. He sees the light fall on 
the Gentiles. We are told how many 
believed— as many as were ordained 
to eternal life.” That had been true 
all along, why was it not spoken of 
sooner? Now. as a new epoch was 
opening to the Gentiles, it seems ap- 
propriate to speak of it that way, 
whatever that phrase may mean, 
whether it means “adapted” or chosen 
by God, for eternal Mfe, or whatever it 
may mean. The gospel was widely 
spread abroad over the whole area of 
which Antioch was the official center, 
ami which was technically calied a 
“region.” The correct use of such 
terms shows the accuracy and trust- 
worthiness of our historian, Luke. 
Ramsay says. “this central importance 
of Antioch was due to its position as 
a Roman colony, which made it the 
military and administrative center of 
the country.” The knowledge of the 
Fospel was then borne out over the 
whole country, and groups of Chris- 
tlans were gathered in other towns.

Persecuted Bitterly by the Jews." «Verses 


“But the Jews urged on the devout 
women of honorable estate, and the 
chief men of the city, and stirred up 
a persecution against Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and cast them out of their 
borders. But they shook off the dust 
of their feet against them, and came 
unto Iconitum. And the disciples were 
filled with joy and with the Holy 
Spirit.” 

The Jews had instruments of tor- 
ture. Many prominent women, whose 
husbands occupied official positions, 
bad turned away from the horrors of 
the false gods to worship the God of 
the Jews. This was true at Rome and 
all over the Roman empire—especially 
true at Damascus. They wouid nat-

promise—promise to converts and 

romise of conflict with opposers. The

some of them were convinced, were 
even responding to the ace of God, 
so that the aposties could urge them 
to continue in that grace. The apostles 
had keen insight into the experiences 
of others, and they at once began to 
enjov the victory, and to prepare for 
the next onset. The grace, or favor, 
fa from God, but it was theirs to re- 
ceive it, and to continue in it, and 
for that they were responsible. 

We can easily imagine what was go- 
ing on during all that week. Paul and 
Barnabas would be active in personal 
work, as they met people in public 
places and in their homes. There was 
very little privacy in those countries, 
and one could walk into a home as 


freely as into a public building among 


usr. The converts would be active in 
learning of the aposties, and probably 
ir trying to convince their friends. 
The leaders of the Jews would spend 
their whole time in excited effort to 
prevent the making of converts, and 
probably to bring indignity upon the 
apostics. The news must have spread 
tc the surrounding country, too, and it 
$s not surprising that the people all 
came in eager expectation to hear 
them the next Sabbath. The syna- 
gogue must have overflowed, while 
the people stood filling ail the ap- 
proaches to it. Or, possibly, they all 
came out to the street, and the apos- 
tles spoke from the door of the syna- 
gogue. Gentiles were there, too, and 


that only enraged the opposers the 


more. p to this moment their work 
was with Jews ang Jewish proselytes, 
but now they will change to the Gen- 
tiles.

“Preaching to the Gentle (Vertes 45-19.) 

“Rut when the Jews saw the multi- 
tude, they were filled with jealousy, 
and contradicted the things ‘ which 
‘were spoken by Paul, and blasphemed. 
And Paul and Barnabas spake out 
boldly, and said, It was necessary that 
the work of God should first be spoken 
to you. Seeing ye thrust! it from you, 
and judge yourselves unworthy of 
eternal life, lo, we turn to the Gen- 
tiles. For so hath the Lord com- 
manded us, saying. I have set thee 
for a Nght of the Gentiles, that thou 
shouldst be for salvation unto the ut- 
termost part of the earth. 

„And as the Gentiles heard this. 
they were glad. and glorified the word 
ot God; and as many as were ordained 
te eternal life believed. And the word 
of the Lord was spread about through 
all the region.” 

This opposition of the Jews was 
stupid and venomous  biindness—for 
they were appointed by God to receive 


the Messah, and tell all the rest of | 


the world about Him. It was jealousy, 
for they thought they would lose their 
hold on the people, and lose the pros- 
elytes they had won, if Paul and Bar- 
nabas won the people. In their un- 
controlled rage, they did vicious things 
—contradicted, by blaspheming or rail- 
ing at them. The sight is both trag:- 
cal and ridiculous, for they were sim 
ply boiling over with rage. 

We notice the rapid development of 
the purj<ses and plans and ideas of 


the spostics, as they were stimulated | 
by the conflict. They saw their duty |

WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 


Persons from the other cities came 
to Antioch as administrative center, 
the great garrison city, which was 
often visited by’ the Roman Governor, 
and was the residence of some subor- 
dinate officials; they came for law- 
suits, for trade, for great festivals of 
the Roman wnity. In Antioch they 
heard of the new doctrine; some came 
under its influence; the knowledge of 
it was thus borne abroad over the 


whole territory; probably small knots 


of Christians were formed nm other 
towns.—[Ramsay.

Everybody is saying that this is an 


“age of organization.” The statement, 
so far as it is true, is true as well of 
the church as of the business world, 
Conditions now demand that the work 
of the kingdom of God should be done 
by the economizing and codperation of 
forces. All the denominations admin- 
ister their greatest work—which is 
missions—by means of competent, well- 
ordered missionary boards. Sometimes 
an individual or a local church will be 


fascinated by the appeal of an inde- 
pendent, undenominational missionary 


enterprise, but as a matter of fact, the 
sanest, most far-reaching and effec- 
tive missionary work is that done 
through the denominational boards. 
This is natural, because in most cases 
the broadest-minded men in the de- 
nomination are members of its mis- 
sionary boards. So our advocacy ot 
these boards springs from no spirit 
of narrowness, but is prompted by 
plain common sense, 


The name “board” is unfortunate 


for a missionary organization, since 
it suggests the deadness and flatness 
of a piete of timber. However true 
the analbgy may be in the case of 
some boards. it is not true of the great 
missionary agencies of a denomination. 
They are living trees stretching forth 
over the whole needy world, their 
branches that bear fruit for the soul- 
hungry and leaves of healing for the 
nations. 


Every denomination administers its 


own missionary work. There is no 
church member who has not already 


at his command, for the missionary 
work he may desire to do, a fully- 


equipped organization and trained spe- 
cial representatives, such as any great 
business concern could establish only at 
an immense cost of money and effort. 
Each of these established agencies has 
its own field and its own opportunity, 
and each one wisely employs all the 
aid that its constituency will furnish. 


Is it not unwise, therefore, for any 


church member to seek other means of 
missionary service, to the exclusion of 


his oun denominational board? 


Most of the denominational mission- 
ary boards receive, without cost, the 
skilled services of some of the most 


able and prominent business men in 
the great cities where these boards are 
located. The story of the workings of 
a denominational board makes inter- 
esting and inspiring reading. It is a 
story that should be told tomorrow in 
every young people's society in the 
land. 


The giver is responsible not only for 
is gifts. but also for the use that Is 
made of them. If we give, we are 
under obligations to give wisely. To 
that end our gifts should go to the 
gencies that would make the very 
t use of them, and when the ob- 
ject of the gift is missionary, the 
agency is usually the denominationa! 
board. 


The simple fact that missionary 
boards exist is significant. It is a tes- 
timony to the Christian belief that the 
ends of the earth have claims upon 
every disciple of Jesus. A missionary 
board is vocal with the message that 
all men are brothers; that they who 
have most should share with those 
who have not, and that the chief busi- 
ness of the Church is the evangeliza- 
tion the world. 


From the earliest days, when narrow- 


mindedness and sectarianism drove the 


nails that fastened the Son of God to 
an undeserved cross, provincialism, 
both in and out of the church has been 
the foe of the largest effectiveness of 
the gospel. In spite of the tendency 
of Christianity to lift and enlarge a 
man’s life and vision, there are still 


many small saints, whose outlook is | 


narrow and whose interests are re- 
stricted. Such as these are not able to 
plan or execute a world-wide cam- 
paign for the church. Right here, the 
church boards offer their largeness to 
the help of our smaliness. They are so 
constituted as to have a world vision. 
Wise are we if we have the confidence 
and the wisdom to link our missionary 
powers, however limited they may be, 
with the boards which are our repre- 
sentatives to do the work which we 
cannot do in person. '

The Tontine Savings Association 4 
Minneapolis, Minn. —4 get rich quick“ 
enterprise—which was recently dis- 
solved by order of a court in that city 
and which has numerous mourners in 
Los Angeles, is said to have a counter- 
part operating on a similar plan in 
Southern California. 

On the face of it the plan of the 
Tontine Savings Asrociation was sim- 
ple and paved the way for rapid money- 
making. Each subecriber to a policy 
was to pay $5 per month till his pay- 
ments aggregated $80. Then when his 
turn came in the shuffle he was to 
draw out $160 in cash or a 3200 dia- 
mond.

Maria Coronado, the old man who was 


killed Thursday night near the Plaza 


by being run down by an electric car 
of the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany. A number of witnesses were 
examined, among them being C. 0. 
Ledford, the motorman of the car 
which caused the old man's death. 
Ledford testified that the car was run- 
ning at a very low rate of speed. The 
following verdict was rendered by the 


jury: 

“We nd that the deceased, Jos“ 
Maria Coronado, came to his death by 
being struck by a car of the Los An- 
geles Railway Company, and we fur- 
ther find that the motorman on that 
car was negligent in not stopping the 
car, when, according to his own state. 
ment, it was running at a very low 
rate of ppeed.“ 

Coronado was 66 years of age, and 
resided at No. 600% New High street. 
The funeral will take place this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, and the interment 
will de in the New Calvary Ceme- 
tery. The deceased leaves a son and 
three daughters.

RANCH OF TRACTION 
SOON TO BE BUILT.

WILL EXTEND TO CITY LIMITS ON 
WEST JEFFERSON. 


Property Owners There Offered Bonus 
of Nine Thousand Dollars—That Uni- 
versity Crossing Over Southern Pacific 
Tracks Finally Effected. 


Several carloads of ties have arrived 
for the Traction Company's branch line 
which will run west on Jefferson 
street, from the intersection of Ver- 
mont avenue, to the city limits, a mile 
ana a half. Work will begin soon, and 
it ie expected that the line will be in 
operation July 1. 

When the franchise was obtained 
from the city over @ year ago property 
owners along Jefferson street came 
forward and offered a $9000 bonus to 
the company provided that the road 
was ouilt by July 1, this year. 

Manager W. 8. Hook yesterday said, 
regarding the plans of the company: 
“Although there is nothing definite 
to state, it is our intention to have 
cars running down Jefferson street not 
much later than July 1. We do not 
expect to forfeit the bonus in case 
the road is not ready by that time.“ 

The new line will provide transporta- 
tion facilities for a part of the city that 
has hitherto been left out in the cold, 
so far as the street railways are con- 
cerned. That section has been grow- 
ing so rapidly in the past year, how- 
ever, that a street-car line has hecome 
a positive necessity. 

In addition to thi an eight-inch 
water main is being laid along Jeffer- 
son street, and with these two im- 
provements the extreme western por- 
tion of the city bids fair to advance 
at a pace in keeping with other sec- 
tions. 

TRACTION GETS A CROSSING. 

The Traction Company has at last 
effected a crossing over the Southern 
Pacific's track at University, thus af- 
fording that line an unimpeded course 
to San Pedro. Several months ago a 
force of workmen of the Traction Com- 
pany attempted to make the crossing, 
but one of the railroad engines did pa- 
tro] duty up and down the track that 
crosses Vermont avenue, and the street 
railway people were forced to abandon 
their efforts. Attorneys of the two 
roade- got together, and an amicable 
settlement resulted.

Of these 
nine were accidental, forty-one from 
fevers, twenty-eight diseases of the 
digestive organs, fifty-six diseases of 
the respiratory Ofgans. Of these twen- 
ty-three occurred in the company hos- 
pital and twelve were patients treated 
by physicians outside of the 
hospital. Six of these were accidental 
nine from fevers and eleven diseases of 
the respiratory organs. The hospita! 
hysicians treat 75 per cent. of all cases 
n camp. From April 22 to date there 
have been thirty-four deaths in camp. 
of which seventeen were from diseases 
of the respiratory organs, five from 
fevers, five alcoholism. Of these four 
were treated by the company physi- 
sans, two occurring in the hospital 
and two outside.

An almost unanimous protest

Attorney 
Dunn stated that he had consulted 
the management. and that Benton 
beulevard, the next street west, would 
be equally satisfactory to the com- 
pany. He was given a week to pre- 
sent a forinal amendment to the ap- 
plication. 

For the protestants on Pico and 
Olive streets, Attorney George I.. 
Saunders made a long appeal to the 
board. He presented three long pro- 
tests, numerousiv signed by property 
convinced that a 
street car line would be a detriment 
te them. Four churches also signed 
the protest, as the congregations fear 
that the noise of the cars wil! dis- 
turb their devotions. 

Saunders made a forcible appeal to 
the Councilmen to leave at least one 
gateway open on the south. He de- 
Slared that Ove street is the only 
one left that will admit of an en- 
trance to the city from the southwest, 
and that it would be poor public pol- 
icy to sell it to one of the existing 
companies for a mess of poitage, and 
thus close the door aguinst all com- 
petition in the future. He declare 
that Los Angeles without doubt now 
has the finest street-car service in the 
United States, and that the residents 
of Olive street do not see any neces- 
sity for another street car line. 

The attorney also made the point 
that Olive street is the only thorough- 
fare by which a person can drive to 
town from the southwest without 
traveling along the street car tracks. 
He thought the City Fathers should | 
not close up every street so that ladies 
would be afraid to drive to the city 
for fear of the cars. Churches, he de- 
clared, should be féstered in the midst 
of the city and it would work a great 
hardship on the congregations he rep- 
resented if they were compelled to 
move to new locations. The grinding 
noises made by the cars as they pass 
around the curves he described as very 
wearing on the nerves. For the 1500 
feet on Olive street, which was not 
needed by either of the companies as 
an entrance to the city, he thought the

Little or no trouble has existed be- 
tween the parties since the lawsuit was 
settied, until on May 7, when Ward 
again diverted the waters from Mrs. 
Johnson's ditches, and continues to 
do so. He is a son-in-law of F. A. 
Johnson, and vaere that he has re- 
cently bought the latter's lands, with- 
out due notice of any injunction 
against his predecessor's use of the 
river waters. 

Mrs. Johnson told him she had a 
decree of court determining her rights 
to the water, and once she tore out 
Ward's diverting dam. But he merely 
replaced it, and is still using the water. 

she hed him cit to show 
cause why he should not be punished 
for contempt in disobeying the court’é 
injunction. She feels that Ward's pur- 
chase of the property is only a pre- 
tense, furnishing a subterfuge whereby 
the father-in-law avoid the 

of the court. 

Ward's defense is that he ie not a 
party to the action in which the in- 
junction was issued, and that therefore 
it cannot run against him. He mmain- 
tains his ht to the water and thinks 
that Mre. Johnson's remedy is by an- 
other injunction suit, not by contempt 


proceedings. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Johnson as- 
serts that Ward has lived with his 
father-in-law for years, and he could 
not but have been aware of the court's 
injunction, in the face of which he 
must have acted, even if he has pur- 
chased the land. 

Mrs. Johnson says the hot summer tie 
coming on, and she is without a drop 
of water for her famishing orchards 
and crops. Her attorneys are Charles 
L. Batcheller, Esq.. and James Bur- 
dette, Eeq., while Ward's intereste are 
in the hands of C. M. Hansan, Reg.. 
and W. J. Hunsaker, Pea. 

A motion by Attorney Hunsaker to 
quash the citation was denied, after 
long argument, and the hearing will 
begin today noon.

HERE'S A FISH STORY. 


Boatman at Echo Park Lake Makes 
Good Catches, Carp and Black Bass 
Flipping into His Boat. 

Here's a fish story that has a bac 
ing of unusual strength, the support of 
daily witnesees of the events, and a 
willingness of the principals cof the 
story to make affidavit to the truth of 
the details here given. Now what more 
could one ask? 

Echo Lake, the beautiful expanse of 
water in the little-known but attrac- 
tive Echo Park, located in the hills 
between Tempie street and the Holly- 
wood line, and easily reached by either 
line, ia literally alive with fish. And 
they are fine ones, too, as many a dis- 
ciple of Isaak Walton can testify from 
convincing proof during the past 
couple of weeks.

This thing of fishing with ordinary 
hook and line is a trie too tame for 
W. M. Meece, the man in charge of 
the boating privileges at the lake, and 
he has been for the past two weeks en- 
joying a real novelty, in simply allow- 
ing the accommodating finny denizens 
of the lake to flop right over into his 
boat, thus saving bait and the mus- 
cular effort of landing them. 

Mr. Meece takes a boat out ground 
the lake, sitting on one side, so as 
to bring the boats edge Jown close to 
the surface of the water. He uses bu 
one oar, rowing from the side o* the 


boat highest out of the water, and 
soon the fish begin to ip up an 
land in the bottom of the boat. Mr. 
Meece has made almost daily catches 
in this way, and on Weinseday cap- 
tured over twelve pounds in this pe- 
cullar manner.

VIOLENTLY-TOSSED SHIP. 

SAN PEDRO, May 23.—Capt, Grimm 
of the schooner Wing and Wing, who 
was nearing San Pedro with his ves- 
sel last Sunday afternoon, was caught 
in the same storm that nearly sent the 
Warrior down, and caused the loss of 
a life. Capt. Grimm stated this after- 
noon that in all his experience on the 
seas he never encountered a storm of 
like severity. “I could not have been 
far from the Warrior at the time when 
heavy seas struck my vessel square 
astern, throwing the second mate, 
Christ Anderson, under the wheel. It 
came near washing him overboard. 
Anderson was severely bruised and in- 
jured internally. He was taken to the 
County Hospital today. The seas 
rolled mountain high about us and it 
was impossible to ride them because 
they rose in such quick succession. 
The ship's rigging was partially car- 
ried away. as was a considerable 
amount of lumber. It was impossible 
to make headway, and feeling that to 
proceed further under such adversities 
would endanger the lives of the crew 
and the vessel, I decided to lower sails 
and take things as calmly as possibic. 
When morning came we had drifted 
about twenty miles in the direction of 
Port Los Angeles. We reached San 
Pedro Harbor last night. All the cap- 
tains that I have talked with agree 
that last Sundays storm was the most 
violent in many years.”

PROPOSED CYANIDE PLANT FOR 
BONITO DISTRICT. 


0 to Open Great Ore 
Deposit in New Mexico—Rush to New 
Placer Fields of Arizona—Fakers to 
Be Spotted. 


One of the largest mining enter- 
prises ever undertaken in the South- 
west is about to be launched at Par- 


sons, in the Bonito district, N. X..
